PROGRESS IN VOTING 
In spite of heroic efforts made by party work 
ers and disinterested patriots to “get out the 
vote” on election day, the result 
shows 
that 
scarcely one-half of the qtialified citizens of the 
United States voted. The National Civic Federa­ 
tion wants to know why, and is making a nationa 
canvas to that enr, as a groundwork for more ef­ 
fective efforts hereafter. 
The situation is lamentable, but by no means fa 
tal, as matters stand. It represents a big gain for 
democracy and a better representation than ever 
before. 
Time was when, we might say, only one man 
m a country voted. That was the king. 
An ab­ 
solute monarch elected himself, and his word set 
tied every national issue. 
There was a gain when a few' powerful nobles 
máde royalty divide up its sovereign power wdth 
them. 
That made perhaps a dozen votes, or 
a 
hundred. 
Later on, the propertied middle^lasses gained 
the franchise and elected parliaments or congress­ 
es to represent them and curb the king still more. 
Eventually all free men could vota, in countries 
*n frdedom- Then all men could vote. 
And now all women can vote. 
During all this political progress there have al­ 
faya been voters—-even among kings—who fail 
ed ty use their franchise. 
Blit the big thing has 
been the gain m spreading the privileges and re­ 
sponsibilities of government. 
Nearly 30,000,000 men and women shared in 
the last election. That means more than one- 
ourth of the population, and an average of about 
one and a half votes per family. 
Eventually the 
average family will be still more fully represents. 
IB the meantime, we are doing pretty well —Tus­ 
caloosa News. H
